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Martha Firestone Ford continues to provide 
great stewardship for the Detroit Lions as owner 
and chairman, succeeding her husband, William 
Clay Ford, who passed away on March 9, 2014 after 
serving as the sole owner of the franchise for 50 
years qi 964-2013). 

Mrs. Ford, now in her second year as owner 
and chairman, has been affiliated with the Lions 
since her husband purchased the club in 1963. Mr. 
Ford’s ownership grew into a deeply-rooted family 
tradition that now includes multiple generations 
of the Ford Family. Mrs. Ford proudly honors that 
tradition with firm leadership and stability. 

As the Ford Family, the Lions organization and 
Ford Motor Company honored Mr. Ford’s lifelong 
contributions to the franchise, community and auto 
industry throughout the year, the team on the field 
continued to make progress towards Mrs. Ford’s top 
priatity winning a Super Bowl. In 2014, the Lions 
inished 11-5 in Head Coach Jim Caldwell’s first 
season, the franchise’s best record since 1991, and 
earned a spot in the playoffs for the second time 
in four seasons. 
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Born in Akron, Ohio, Mrs. Ford is the 
granddaughter of one of America’s great automotive 
industrial icons, Harvey Firestone. She graduated 
from Vassar College in 1946 with a bachelor’s 
degree. After getting married in 1947, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ford located to the Detroit area and became active 
members of the metro Detroit community. 

In addition to being the owner and chairman of 
the Detroit Lions, Mrs. Ford currently serves as 
an officer on the board for Detroit Lions Charities 
and on the board of The Henry Ford Health 
System. She has held leadership positions with 
many organizations, including The Merrill Palmer 
Institute, The University Liggett School, and The 
Children’s Home of Detroit. She was also the 
founder and longtime board member of The Maple 
Grove Institute. 

Joining Mrs. Ford on the board of the Detroit 
Lions are her three daughters, Martha Ford Morse, 
Sheila Ford Hamp, Elizabeth Ford Kontulis, and 
her son, William Clay Ford, Jr. She also has 14 
grandchildren and 2 great-grandchildren. 
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William Clay Ford, Jr. has made a positive and 
lasting impact on the Detroit Lions since assuming 
the post of vice chairman in February 1995. He 
remains focused on helping his family create a 
winner in the present and on ensuring the team’s 
success well into the 21st century - both on and 
off the field. 

Ford shares in his family’s longtime commitment 
to the Lions and a burning passion to win. That 
passion dates back to 1934 when his father, William 
Clay Ford, attended the first Lions’ game ever 
played in Detroit as a child. Mr. Ford would later 
purchase the team as sole owner in 1963. Now, Ford 
Jr.’s mother, Martha Firestone Ford, has assumed 
ownership of the team with gest pride following 
Mr. Ford’s passing on March 9, 2014. 

Like his entire family, Ford wants nothing less 
than for the Lions to become a premier franchise 
in the NFL, and he knows that means delivering a 
championship to the fans. 

Key examples of Ford’s influence are Ford Field 
in downtown Detroit and the team’s headquarters 
and practice facility in Allen Park. Both are 
considered among the best facilities in all of sports. 

Ford’s dedication and commitment to the fans 
never was more evident than when he spearheaded 
stadium negotiations that led to the 1996 decision 
to build Ford Field. Due largely to his perseverance, 
the Lions struck a deal with the city of Detroit and 
Wayne County that established the foundation to 
return to downtown Detroit in 2002. 

Along with moving the Lions to downtown 
Detroit, Ford has provided a world-class practice 
facility to complement the team’s stadium. The 
$36 million team headquarters in Allen Park, which 
opened in April 2002, provides the ideal training 
center for NFL players and coaches. 

Ford also played a vital role in Detroit’s bid for 
Super Bowl XL. Through his leadership, the Ford 
family, the Detroit Lions and Ford Motor Company 
were integral in Detroit’s hosting of the premier 
event of the NFL in February 2006. Super Bowl XL 
exceeded expectations, generating an overall $260 
million economic impact, including $100 million in 
downtown improvements, $10 million in emergin 
business - the most in Super Bowl history - an 
$6 million in the NFL/Boys & Girls Club Youth 
Education Town, the largest in the country. 

In other past roles within the NFL structure, Ford 
also has served on the NFL Finance Committee and 
NFL Properties Committee. 

Now in his 21st season as vice chairman, Ford 
has pushed the Lions to take major steps on several 
fronts. He strongly supports active community 
outreach programs to make people’s lives better. 
Several initiatives, such as Detroit Lions Charities, 
have served Detroit and the state of Michigan. In 
September 2012, the Lions began a new community 
initiative - Living for the City - that has reshaped 
the club’s aim to improve the lives of Detroiters.

Ford also emphasizes the importance of growin 
the game of football.

This program includes numerous camps and 
clinics teaching the game, life-skills, proper safety 
practices for P ayers and assists in development 
of youth coaches. Through Detroit Lions Charities, 
Ford helped develop the Detroit Police Athletic 
League youth football program into one of the 
eae in the country. 

hough football remains a passion for Ford, 
his top priority continues to be in serving as Ford 
Motor Company executive chairman. His role is a 
professional and personal commitment, leading 
the company founded by his great-grandfather, 
American automotive pioneer Rais Ford. A 
member of the board of directors since 1988, Ford 
assumed the role of chairman of the board on 
January 1, 1999. He also served as chief executive 
officer from October 2001 through September 
2006. Additionally, he serves as chairman of the 
board’s finance committee and is a member of the 
sustainability committee. 

Among his many outside leadership roles, 
Ford serves on the Board of Trustees of The 
Henry Ford and Henry Ford Health System. He is 
also chairman of Detroit Economic Club and the 
New Michigan Initiative Committee of Business 
Leaders for Michigan. He also is a founding partner 
of Fontinalis Partners, LLC, a Michigan-based 
investment firm that acts as a strategic operating 
partner to transportation infrastructure ey 
companies around the world. From 2005 to 2015, 
Ford also served on the Board of Directors of 
eBay Inc. 

Ford is the 2015 recipient of the USC Shoah 
Foundation’s prestigious “Ambassador for 
Humanity” award, which honors individuals who 
embody the institute’s values and mission to 
promote tolerance and mutual respect. The award 
will be presented to him in September 2015 by the 
institute’s founder, dotwecs legend Stephen 
Spielberg, and will honor Ford for his leadership in 
the community and educational outreach.

President of Football Operations and General 
Manager, Martin Mayhew has orchestrated a 
dramatic transformation of the Lions personnel 
and front office. Now in his 15th season with the 
Lions, Mayhew reports directly to Mrs. Ford on all 
football matters. 

With 2015 marking Mayhew’s seventh season 
as the team’s executive football decision-maker, 
he continues to build the Lions roster through a 

lan that focuses on acquiring players with great 
ootball character who are smart and physically- 





tough. 

The process of improving the Lions’ success on 
the field continued in January 2014 when the team 
hired a new head coach in Jim Caldwell. 

_ Along with President Tom Lewand, Mayhew 
hired Caldwell to lead this franchise due to his 
experience coaching at a championship level and 
has background utilizing effective schemes and 
emphasizing strong fundamentals. ; 

ayhew believed that Caldwell’s extensive 
experience, skill-set and success as both head 
coach and offensive coordinator will greatly 
benefit the team’s development. Caldwell led the 
Indianapolis Colts to Super Bowl XLIV as head 
coach and won two Super Bowl titles re er Bowl 
XLI with Indianapolis and Super Bowl XLVII with 
Baltimore) as quarterbacks coach and offensive 
coordinator. While with the Colts, Caldwell helped 
Eat one of the greatest offensive dynasties in pro 

cotball history. | , 

In Caldwell’s first year as the Lions head coach 
the Lions won 11 games, the most since 1991, an 
earned a berth in the playoffs. Caldwell recorded the 
most victories by a Lions head coach in their first 

ear with the franchise since Potsy Clark led the 

ortsmouth Spartans to 11 wins in 1931. 

Mayhew also has reorganized and enhanced the 
team’s player personnel operations throughout his 
tenure as general manager, including the addition 
of experienced personnel executives, reorganizing 
scouting territories and launching a new scouting 
database to process information. 

In his role, Mayhew oversees the player 
personnel department, including college and 
pro scouting, and plays an integral role in the 
coordination of the team’s salary cap objectives 
and negotiation of player contracts. Mayhew and 
Lewand collectively work on all team matters 
pertaining to the NFL Collective Bargaining 
Agreement and League policies and procedures. 

One of his earliest and most important additions 
to the personnel department was the 2009 hiring of 
former NFL quarterback and long-time personnel 
executive James “Shack” Harris, who won a Super 
Bowl with Baltimore as pro personnel director and 
helped Jacksonville to two playoff appearances as 
vice president of playe: personnel. Harris served 
seven seasons with the Lions and, after 37 years in 
the NFL as a player and in player personnel, retired 
after the 2014 season. 

Mayhew’s improvement of the Lions player 
personnel operation continued in January 2013

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when he added Brian Xanders, former Denver 
Broncos general manager, as one of the team’s 
senior personnel executives. Xanders, now in his 
22nd NFL season, has experience in a variety of 
player personnel, football operations and coachin 
roles gained during his time with the Broncos an 
Atlanta Falcons organizations. Xanders served four 
seasons as the Broncos general manager, includin 
the 2011 season when Denver won the 2011 AF 
West Division title. Since joining the Lions, Xanders 
has overseen the creation of a new proprietary 
pone database and analytical program that 
as greatly enhanced and aided the team’s scouting 
operation and assists with the college draft. 

In addition to his duties, the coordination of 
all football operations, managed day-to-day by 
Senior Vice President of Football Operations Cedric 
Saunders, is under the direction of Mayhew. This 
includes team travel, training camp operations, 
Security, medical staff, equipment operations, 
video department and cafeteria staff. Mayhew 
also works on many of the Lions’ football-related 
legal matters. 

_ Mayhew ena joined the Lions’ front office 
in eealy 2001, as senior director of football 
administration/staff counsel. He was promoted to 
senior vice president of football administration/ 
ee affairs on February 3, 2003, and on October 
14, 2004, he was appointed senior vice president 
and assistant general manager. 

ROSTER CONSTRUCTION 

Along with free agency and the draft, Mayhew 
utilizes every resource, including trades and 
the league’s waiver wire process, year-round to 
improve the team’s roster from top to bottom. 

Significant change to the team’s roster over 
the past six seasons underscores Mayhew’s 
24/7 philcconty and approach to improving the 
team’s roster. Only three players remain from the 
2008 roster when Mayhew began overseeing its 
srs lay 

_In.2011, Mayhew’s approach led to the Lions 
winning 10 regular-season games for the first 
time since 1995 and also earning a playoff berth 
for the first time since 1999. Last year, the team’s 
11 wins marked the fourth time in franchise history 
the Lions claimed 11+ wins in a season, including 
1931 (11), 1962 (11) and 1991 (12). ; 

De ea the Lions finished second in total 
defense (300.9 yards/game), the best rankin 
since 1970, and was also third in points allowe 
(76), the lowest since 1980. Leading the way 
or the Lions was their top-ranked rush defense 
that allowed just 69.3 yards per game. The Lions 
became just the ninth team in NFL history to finish 
the season yielding less than 70 rushing yards per 
game ina season, ; 

Among the individual accolades accomplished 
by the Lions talented roster, Detroit featured five 
Pro Bowl fel tabs for the first time since 2000. QB 
Matthew Stafford, who went on to win Pro Bowl 
Offensive MVP honors, became the first Lions 
quate to play in the Pro Bowl since QB 

reg Landry in 1972. Last year’s top free agent 
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acuisilian, WR Golden Tate, also did not disappoint 
as he became a Pro Bowler for the first time in 
his career during his first season with the Lions. 
Also included in the group was S Glover Quin, who 
became the first Lions Pro Bowl safety since S 
Bennie Blades in 1992. WR Calvin Johnson and DT 
Ndamukong Suh rounded out the Lions Pro Bowlers 
as they were selected for the fifth and fourth time, 
respectively. 

since assuming the organization’s top football 
poate in October, 2008, Mayhew has completed 

2 trades involving veteran players and draft 

icks. One of those trades, completed in March 

015, acquired All-Pro DT Haloti Ngata from the 
Baltimore Ravens to anchor the team’s interior 
defensive line. Two of Mayhew’s trades generated 
additional first-round draft picks in 2009'and 2010. 
It marked the first time in franchise history that the 
Lions have made two selections in the first round 
of the draft in back-to-back seasons. 

_ Neither free agency nor the draft is ever the finish 
line for Mayhew as he continues to seek an upgrade 
in talent by any means to develop and improve the 
team’s roster. Last year, the Lions signed K Matt 
Prater in October to take over the team’s field goal 
kicking duties, and Prater finished the season tying 
for the seventh-most field goals (21) in the NFL over 
the last 12 weeks and he connected on two fourth 
quarter game-winning kicks. 

BUILDING THE CORE 

Mayhew understands the best rosters in the NFL 

begin with successful drafts. . 

hile each of his personnel decisions will impact 
the team’s performance, it may be Mayhew’s ve 
first draft choice as general manager that could 
have the greatest long-term impact. That selection, 
QB Matthew Stafford, has produced at a level the 
past four seasons that is unrivaled in the history 
of the franchise. 

Stafford had one of the biggest breakout 
seasons in 2011 when he set franchise passing 
records for yards (5,038) and touchdowns (41). He 
led the team to several comeback wins, including 
an NFL record three wins after trailing by 17+ 
pone four after trailing by 13+ points and two 

0+-point comebacks in back-to-back-weeks. His 

erformance earned him the 2011 AP Comeback 
layer of the Year award. ; 

In his six seasons, Stafford has claimed the 
team’s career, season and single-game passing 
records in nearly every category. He is a one 
of three players in NFL history to throw 

ards four times in his first six career seasons, and 

e reached 20,000 career passing yards faster ie 

ames) than any pee in NFL history. He is also 

e fourth-fastest player to throw for 100 career 
touchdowns (55 games). Additionally, Stafford 
now owns the team’s franchise record with 65 
consecutive starts (67 including postseason) by 
a quarterback. 
espite the fact that he will play in his sixth NFL 
season, Stafford is still just 27-years old heading 
into the 2015 season. . 

Along with Stafford, Mayhew’s first draft 
also produced two other starters in TE Brandon 
Pettigrew and LB DeAndre Lewy, who both signed 
long-term contract extensions over the past three 
seasons. Pevgiew owns several single-season 
eying records by Lions tight ends. Levy broke 
out in 2013 with six interceptions, the most by a 
Lions linebacker since Hall of Fame LB Joe Schmidt 
in 1958, and he followed that season up with a 
stellar 2014 campaign when he finished second in 
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the NFL in tackles (151) and registered the most 
solo tackles (117) in the League. 

_ Mayhew drafted four-time Pro Bowl and two- 
time All-Pro DT Ndamukong Suh in his second draft 
in 2010. Suh anchored the defensive line for five 
seasons before departing via free au, 

The Lions’ first-round draft pit in 2012, T Riley 
Reiff, has moved right into the left tackle spot 
ae retirement of 12-year veteran Jeff 
Backus. He anchors the team’s left side of the 
offensive line and is now one of the pillars of a 
young, aggressive offensive line. Along with Reiff, 
second-rounder WR Ryan Broyles still seeks to 
bolster the receiver position after injuries slowed 
him down early in his career. 

Universally touted as the team’s best draft class 
under Mayhew, the 2013 class produced several 
starters and key contributors throughout the draft 
and via the undrafted free agents. Ten members of 
that class will start or compete for roster positions 
to pais depth on this year’s team. 

aken fifth overall, DE Ezekiel Ansah has 
totaled 15.5 sacks in his first two season, and he 
will continue to force the edge at defensive end. 
Second-round CB Darius Slay took a big step in 
fed two at the corner position to help elevate the 

_ions defense to one of the top units in the NFL. He 
finished in the top-10 in pass defenses (17) in the 
NFL. In Round 3, Detroit drafted G Larry Warford to 
help anchor the team’s interior offensive line at the 
right guard position. Warford was named Rookie of 
the Year by Pro Football Focus as well as all-rookie 
by several publications.

Travis Swanson, CB Nevin Lawson, DE Larry 
Webster, DT Caraun Reid and WR TJ Jones. Joining 
that class are undrafted free agents T Cornelius 
Lucas and S Mohammed Seisay, who each played 
in at least 13 games last year as rookies. 


STRENGTHENING POSITIONS 


Mayhew maximizes his resources in an effort 
to not only strengthen the team by improvin 
individual talent, but also by strengthening eac 
pesca unit from top to bottom. Instead of just 
eaturing a few standout players, this team now 
moves forward with deep, talented position 
oO Rey ; : . . 

Offensively, wide receiver and tight end have 
become positions of strength and a critical 
complement to Stafford at quarterback. ; 

Leading the receivers is All-Pro WR Calvin 
Johnson, who is a four-time Pro Bowl selection. 
After signing a new eight-year contract in March 
2012, Johnson is now entering his eighth year with 
the club. He combines unparalleled athletic ability 
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and size with an outstanding work ethic that has 
resulted in him now being considered among the 
Lat fp players in the game. oe 
hile he produced at a high level early in his 
career, Johnson elevated his game the past four 
seasons to historical proportions. Despite injuries 
and missing three games last year, Johnson still 
registered over 1,000 yards and reached 10,000 
te in the fewest games (t 15) in NEL history. In 

013, he became the first player in NFL history to 
register 5,000 receiving yards over a three-year 
stretch and he now holds the NFL career record for 
average ie per ee (88.0). In 2012, Johnson 
broke Hall of Fame WR Jerry Rice’s single-season 
receiving yards record when he recorded 1,964 
yards. He also set records in 2012 for the most 
consecutive 100-yard games (eight) and tied an NFL 
record with 11 100-yard games in a season. In 2011, 
Johnson set a team record with 16 touchdown 
catches, and he accumulated 1,681 receiving yards, 
now the third-most in team history. 

_ Joining Johnson in 2014 was Tate, who led the 
Lions with a career-high in catches (99) and yards 
(1,331). He had the sixth-highest single-season 
tally of receptions and tied for the seventh-most 

ards in a season by a Lions receiver. Four of his 

op-5 career single-game receiving totals, including 
his three best games, all occurred last year. 

With both Johnson and Tate each registerin 
eee we ya in 2014, it marked the sixt! 
time in team history two receivers netted over 
1,000 yards in the same season. 

Few teams feature a group of talented tight 
ends who offer multiple dimensions as do the 
Lions. feel de the seventh-year tight end who 
re-signed a four-year contract extension in 2014, 
re-wrote the record books for Lions tight ends in 
2010 and 2011, and he continues to move toward 
threatening the team’s career receiving records 
by tight ends. age Pettigrew is Fauria and 
Ebron, the Lions’ 2014 first-round selection. Fauria 
provides an additional weapon for the Lions offense 
in the Red Zone, having caught eight touchdowns in 
his first two seasons, and Ebron presents matchup 
challenges for opponents with his size, speed and 
ability to flex out wide. 

Upfront, the Lions have transformed the 
offensive line over the past few years to feature 
a young, tough and physical offensive line. After 
drafting Reiff in 2012, who now has started the past 
two years at left tackle, the Lions added Warford at 
right guard in 2013 and drafted Swanson at center 
in 2014 as the. Pri ot replacement for 14-year 
veteran Dominic Raiola. Depth has also been 
addressed with the signing of undrafted free agents 
Waddle (2013) and Lucas a both baitlin 
for the starting spot at right tackle. At left guard, 
the Lions drafted Laken Tomlinson, considered by 
most as the top guard of the 2015 draft, while also 
acquit Manny Ramirez, a Pro Bowler who can 
ple both guard and center, via trade from Denver. 

t running back, Joique Bell has emerged 
as the Lions” workhorse in the backfield. Last 
year, he rushed for a career high 860 yards and 
seven touchdowns and caught 34 passes for 322 
yards. It was the second-consecutive season he 
accumulated over 1,100 yards from scrimmage. 
Third-year RB Theo Riddick has been effective 
in the passing game out of the backfield as he 
caught a career high 34 passes for 316 yards and 
accumulated four receiving touchdowns last year. 
Bell and Riddick are joined by 2015 second-round 
draft pick Ameer Abdullah. 
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On defense, the team’s ability to disrupt 
opponent offenses starts upfront with the Lions 
defensive line. Over the past two seasons, the Lions 
have allowed the lowest rushing yards per game by 
opponents (84.5) in the NFL. Since 2010, the Lions 
defensive linemen have registered 164.5 sacks, 
fourth-most in the League among defensive line 
units, Ansah, along with Jason Jones, Devin Taylor 
and Darryl Tapp, will lead the way of the edge at 
the defensive end position. The Lions immediately 
reinforced its interior at defensive tackle with the 
additions of aa and free agent Tyrunn Walker 
along with 2014 draft pick Cauran Reid and 2015 
pick Gabe Wright. 

At linebacker, the team returns starters Stephen 
Tulloch in the middle and Levy at one of the outside 
spots. In 2011, Tulloch had career highs in sacks, 
interceptions _and fumble recoveries in his first 
season with Detroit, which led to him signing a 
new five-year contact in the following offseason. 
The importance of re-signing Tulloch to a ne 
term deal was not understated by Mayhew as he 
referred to him as the quarterback on defense. Levy 
proved to be one of the NFL’s biggest playmakers 
over the past two seasons at outside linebacker 
when he garnered seven interceptions, most amon 
linebackers. He is one of only two players to collec 
200+ solo tackles since the start of the 2013 
season. In 2014, Tahir Whitehead, drafted in 2012, 
had a break out Shee as he started 15-of-16 games, 

In the secondary, the Lions are led by pun ae 
S James lhedigbo at safety. Quin joined the Lions 
in 2013 and settled the team’s free safety position 
and added great leadership to the overall defense. 
The Pro Bowler’s 10 interceptions are the most 
que t in the NFL over the past two years. 
Ihedigbo joined Quin at the safety position in 2014 
and registered a career-high four interceptions. On 
the outside, the Lions return Slay and veteran CB 
Rashean Mathis, who re-signed with the Lions to a 
new two-year deal. Along with Lawson, free agent 
CB Josh Wilson and 2015 draft picks Alex Carter 
and Quandre Diggs look to strengthen the team’s 
defensive back unit. 

_ The Lions now feature two of the strongest 
kickers in the NFL. Martin has become a valuable 
weapon for Lions special teams as a punter and 
kickoff specialist and will be called uaa oy years 
to come. Mayhew also solidified the kicking game 
when he re-signed Prater to a new three-year deal 
this past off-season.

During the 1999 NFL season, while areendng 
law school, Mayhew served a nine-mont 
internship in the we nnaton Redskins’ pro 
personnel department, which exposed him to the 
responsibilities of an NFL scouting department. 
While with the Redskins, he scouted NFL players, 
including late NFL cuts, and worked the waiver 
wire and also assisted in the evaluation of college 
layers for the 2000 NFL Draft. Mayhew also had 
wo separate internship stints with the NFL in both 
the labor operations and legal departments. 
In labor operations, Mayhew worked closely with 
NFL executives on issues involving player contracts 
and the salary cap. With the legal department, 
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Mayhew assisted the NFL’s in-house labor counsel 
by researching ae issues, digesting cases in 

reparation for arbitration hearings and drafting 
legal memoranda related to player injury and non- 
injury Hes sla He also was exposed to corporate 
law while vor Akin, Gump, Strauss, Hauer 
and Feld, L.L.P. in Washington D.C., one of the NFL’s 
pimat firms used as outside counsel. At Akin 
Gump, Strauss, Hauer and Feld, he researched legal 
issues, wrote legal documents and assisted firm 
associates and partners in preparation for litigation.

Mayhew played nine years in the NFL as a 
cornerback for Buffalo (1988), Washington (1989- 
92) and Tampa Bay (1993-96). He was the Bills’ 
10th-round selection in the 1988 NFL Draft and 
was a Starter on the Redskins’ Super Bowl XXVI 
championship team. 

SEMINOLE STANDOUT 

He entered the League after arcierin from 
Florida State with a Bachelor of Science degree 
in business management. While at FSU, he was 
a National Merit and Achievement Scholar and 
earned GTE CoSida Academic All-America honors. 
He was also a two-sport athlete, lettering on 
both the Seminoles’ football and track teams. 
Between graduation and the draft, Mayhew_was 
a corporate trainee at First Union National Bank 
in Charlotte, N.C.

From 1995-96, Mayhew 
was the Bucs’ United Way Spokesperson, Mayhew 
is a member of the Florida Bar. Additionally, 
Mayhew is_a member of the Board of Trustees for 
the Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village and 
Board of Directors of Detroit PAL. 

For the past seven years, he has hosted the 
Martin Mayhew Youth Football Coaching Academy 
for appronately 100 coaches from Detroit PAL.

in Detroit last year. Two Super Bowl titles and 
three appearances in the NFL’s championship 
game and 12 playoff appearances highlight his 
coaching resume, which includes leading the 2009 
Indianapolis Colts to an AFC Championship and 
Super Bowl XLVI appearance and guiding the Lions 
to a playoff berth last season. 

On January 14, 2014, the day Caldwell was 
hired by the Ford Family to lead this proud and 
historic franchise, his message to the organization 
was two-fold: 

“Image and identity. Either you create it, or 
somebody’s going to create it for you,” Caldwell 
stated. “So, [et me tell you what we’re going to 
look like. We’re going to be smart. We’re going to 
be a football team that takes the field that’s not 
going to shoot itself in the foot. 

“We're going to be a team that is disciplined, 
focused and understands situational football. It’s 
going to be drilled and drilled and drilled and not 
{ust given lip service. What you should see on the 

ield is obviously a product of our coaching, our 
instruction and our demands.” 

Caldwell continued, “We’re going to do things 
the right way, but we’re going to be a physical, 
hard-nosed, rough football team. We’re going to 
flat get after you from the word ‘go’ every single 
snap of the ball on offense, defense and in the 
kicking game.” 

With that message firmly in place, Caldwell 
enters his second season in Detroit seeking to take 
the Lions to greater heights in 2015 after finishing 
11-5 last year. 

FIRST SEASON IN DETROIT 


By finishing 2014 with an 11-5 regular season 
record, Caldwell tied Potsy Clark (1931, Portsmouth 
Spartans) for the most wins in franchise history 
by a coach in his first year with the club. He is the 


third coach in team history to lead the Lions to the R 


playoffs in his first year with Detroit (George Wilson 
In 1957; Bobby Ross in 1997). 

Caldwell is the seventh coach in franchise history 
(since 1930) to lead the Lions to a winning record 
(entire season) in his first year with the club, and he 
is one of four coaches (Potsy Clark in 1931, George 
Wilson in 1962 and Wayne Fontes in 1991) to lead 
the Lions to 11+ wins in a season. 
Defensively, the Lions put together one of the 
best units in team history over the course of a 
season. Detroit ranked second overall in team 
defense (300.9 yds/g) and third in points allowed 
(17.6 pts/g). The team’s No. 2 ranking in total 
defenses was the highest finish for the Lions since 
1970, and the 300.9 yards allowed per game was 
the lowest tally allowed since 1993. 

Detroit’s top-ranked rush defense allowed just 
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69.3 yards per game, which not only set a team 
single-season record but it ranked as the ninth best 
single-season run defense in NFL history. 

mproved ball security became one of the 
team’s greatest improvements in 2014. BY 
accumulating a +7 turnover differential (2 
takeaways, 20 giveaways), the Lions finished with 
a+19 improvement in turnover margin, which was 
the second-best improvement in the NFL over the 
past two seasons. Detroit decreased the team’s 
turnovers by producing 14 less giveaways last year 
compared to 2013 and finished tied for the second- 
best improvement. 

Five players accrued Pro Bowl honors for their 
2014 performances (WR Calvin Johnson, CB Glover 
Quin, QB Matthew Stafford, DT Ndamukong Suh and 
WR Golden Tate). The five-player group represents 
the most Pro Bowl players for the Lions since 2000. 
Additionally, it was the first time ever the Lions had 
two wide receivers named to the same Pro Bowl, 
Stafford became the first Lions Nae to play 
in the Pro Bowl since 1972 and Quin became the 
first Lions Pro Bowl safety since 1992.

While with the Saints, Lombardi helped guide the 
New Orleans offense to League-leading numbers. 
In Lombardi’s seven seasons, New Orleans ranked 
first in net passing yards (33,349), completions 
(3,022) and passing touchdowns (257). In his first 
season as quarterbacks coach in 2009, the Saints 
finished 13-3 and defeated the Indianapolis Colts, 
31-17, in Super Bowl XLIV, securing the team’s first 
NFL championship in franchise history. 

Lombardi’s molding of Brees into one of 
the NFL’s all-time great quarterbacks is well- 
documented. From 2009-2013, Brees set the NFL 
individual record for most passing yards in a five- 

ear span with 24,823. Under Lombardi’s coaching 
or five seasons (2009-13), Brees ranked atop the 
Cae in passing yards (24,823), completions 
(2,147), passing touchdowns (195), and his passer 
rating of 102.1 ranks third cll! that span behind 
only Packers QB Aaron Rodgers (108.2) and Broncos 
B Peyton Manning (103.1). During his 2009-2012 
stretch, Brees also carried an NFL-record 54-game 
streak with at least one peeing touchdown, 
shattering the previous mark of 47 set by Hall of 
Fame QB Johnny Unitas in 1960. 

In 2011, Brees threw for 5,476 yards and 43 
touchdowns to break Hall of Fame QB Dan Marino’s 
NFL single-season passing yardage record that 
stood for 27 seasons. Only Broncos QB Peyton 
Manning has thrown for more yards in a single 
season 15.477, 2013) since then. On the NFL’s all- 
time single-season passing sae list, Brees holds 
four of the Top-10 spots (2008, 7th; 2011, 2nd; 
2012, 4th; 2013, 5th). With 5,162 yards in 2013, he 
also became the first player in NFL history to throw 
for more than 5,000 yards in three-consecutive 
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seasons. He is only the fifth pve to reach 50,000 
career passing yards (51,081) and did so faster 
than any other player in NFL history (183 games). 

Lombardi earned his first stint in the NFL as a 
defensive assistant with the Atlanta Falcons in 
2006. An experienced coach on both sides of the 
ball, he worked with a Falcons defensive line that 
recorded 25.5 sacks that season. Prior to his time 
in Atlanta, Lombardi was the offensive coordinator 
and quarterbacks coach at Mercyhurst (Pa.) 
University from 2002-05, where he also served as 
recruiting coordinator. 

The grandson of legendary NFL coach Vince 
Lombardi, Lombardi graduated from the United 
States Air Force Academy in 1994, where he earned 
three letters as a tight end and one in lacrosse. 
He began his coaching career at the University of 
Dayton (1996-98) and has held previous assistant 
coach positions with the ae Military Institute 
(1999), Bucknell (2000) and New York/New Jersey 
Hitmen of the former XFL (2001). 

A native of Seattle, Wash., Lombardi was born 
June 6, 1971.

Gunther aa eld is a 46-year coaching 
veteran on the college and professional levels, 
including the past 33 seasons in the NFL. He 
rejoined the Lions coaching staff in 2014 as senior 
coaching advisor after serving as the team’s 
assistant head coach/defensive coordinator from 
2009-13. Known for his intense and straightforward 
coaching approach, Cunningham has been a 
defensive coordinator in the League for 15 seasons 
and a head coach (Kansas City, 1999-2000) for two. 

Cunningham’s defenses in Detroit were guided 
by the ability to attack the quarterback and 
generate disruptive plays. In 2013, Cunningham 
was instrumental in the development of rookie 
DEs Ezekiel Ansah and Devin Taylor, who each 
recorded 8.0 and 2.5 sacks, respectively, while DT 
Ndamukong Suh was selected to his third Pro Bowl 
in four years. Ansah’s eight sacks also led all NFL 
rookies in 2013. 

The 2012 edition of the Detroit Lions defense 
ranked 13th overall in the NFL in total defense 
and seventh in the NFC, the a Lions ranking 
since 1995, despite starting 16 different lineup 
configurations and 14 different lineups in the 
secondary. Cunningham’s dedication to a consistent 
pass rush proved evident once again in 2012 as 
the Lions’ defensive line applied heavy pressure 
to opponent offenses week in and week out, 
nd for 31 of the team’s 34 sacks.

> Slay finished tied for ninth in the NFL with a 
team-high 17 pass defenses, which also ranked 
second among all rookie and second-year play- 
ers. He also recorded the first two interceptions 
of his career with picks in Week 4 at New York 
Jets (9/28) and Week 15 vs. Minnesota (12/14). 
Mathis concluded his 12th NFL season with 
51 total tackles (42 solo), one interception, 
nine pass defenses and one forced fumble. He 
returned his lone interception 41 yards for a 
touchdown in Week 5 vs. Buffalo (10/5), the 
fourth pick-six of his career. 
Rookie CB Mohammed Seisay was one of only 
four undrafted rookie free agents to make the 
team’s Week 1 53-man roster, as he finished the 
season with three solo tackles and two special 
teams tackles, contributing primarily in special 
teams packages. 


Under Oden’s guidance in 2013, the Buccaneers 
defense finished tied for third in the NFL in 
interceptions with 21, fourth in interception return 
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yards with 338 and tied for seventh in interception 
return touchdowns with three. Twelve of the team’s 
21 picks that season came from the Tampa Bay 
secondary, including a team-leading three from 
rookie CB Johnthan Banks. CB Darrelle Revis was 
also named to his fifth Pro Bowl as the leader of 
Oden’s position group after missing most of the 
2012 season with an ACL injury. 

Prior to his time in Tampa, Oden was the 
Jacksonville Jaguars defensive backs coach in 
2012 after spending six seasons (2006-2011) with 
the New Orleans Saints. While with the Saints, 
he was a member of a coaching staff that won 
three NFC South division titles (2006, 2009, 2011) 
and helped guide the team to a victory over the 
Indianapolis Colts in Super Bowl XLIV. In 2009, 
S Darren Sharper set an NFL record with 376 
interception return yards on nine picks, while in 
2011, S Roman Harper recorded the second-most 
sacks by an NFL defensive back in a single season 
with 7.5. Oden’s Saints teams twice finished in 
the Top-5 in decerth Bie allowed during his six 
seasons, ranking third in 2006 (178.4 yards/g) and 
fourth in 2010 (193.9 yards/g). 

Oden’s NFL coaching roots began in 2004 when 
he worked with the Houston Texans as a defensive 
assistant/assistant defensive backs coach.

Prince’s most recent NFL coaching opportunity 
came in 2009 when he coached the Seattle 
Seahawks wide receivers after working as the 
assistant wide receivers coach with the Jacksonville 
Jaguars from 2007-08.

> Slsa Abdul-Quddus emerged as a valuable con- 
tributor in nickel packages and on special teams 
in his first season in Detroit as he recorded 29 
tackles (19 solo) and two pass defenses. 


During Williams’ tenure as defensive coordinator 
in Minnesota (2012-13), the Vikings were tied for 
seventh in sacks with 85 and ninth in tackles for 
loss with 91. In 2013, the Vikings defense overcame 
a variety of injuries as three players in the defensive 
backfield, S Andrew Sendejo, CB Marcus Sherels 
and CB Shaun Prater, logged their first career 
interceptions under Williams’ watch. Veteran DE 
Jared Allen led the team in sacks with 11.5, his 
seventh straight season with 10+ sacks, as fellow 
DE Brian Robison recorded a career-best nine. 

Williams spent a decade coaching the 
Indianapolis Colts secondary where he worked 
with some of the League’s most elite defensive 
backfield talent, including S Antoine Bethea and 
S Bob Sanders. From 2002-11, the Colts ranked in 
the Top-6 in the NFL in passing defense five times 
and finished out of the Top-15 only once. Williams 

uided Bethea (2007, 2009) and Sanders (2005, 

007) to two Pro Bowl seasons each. Sanders was 
named AP Defensive Player of the Year in 2007, the 
first Colts player to ever receive the honor. 

From 2002-10, the Colts earned nine-consecutive 
playoff berths, during which the defense recorded 
18 interceptions in tl dials including seven 
during the team’s playoff-run to their Super Bowl 
XLI win over Chicago in 2006. Williams’ secondary 
also re the Colts defense in 2008 set an NFL 
record for fewest passing touchdowns allowed 
with six, the lowest number ever surrendered in a 
16-game season. 

illiams began his NFL coaching career with 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 2001 as a defensive 
assistant under former head coach Tony Dungy, 
where he worked with All-Pro players in the likes 
of John Lynch and Ronde Barber.

LIGNS ALL-PROGS 


The Associated Press All-Pro Team (First Team) dates back 
to 1930. In 1951, the AP began cee the All-Pro Team 
by offense and defense. From 1930-50, positions selected 
included the following: End (E), Tackle (T), Guard (G), Center 
(C) and Back (B). This designation represented the offensive 
and defensive systems of the era as well as the commonality 
of two-way players. The first year the offensive backfield was 
separated by Quarterback, Fullback and Half (Running) Back 
was 1954, The first year the AP designated the defensive 
rare by Safety (S) and Cornerback (B or CB in 1963) was 
1955, Wide Receiver (WR), also known as Flanker (FL) from 
1963-69, were ie separated in 1963, having been previously 
combined as the End (E) position.

> In the second game ever played 
at_Ford Field, the Lions claimed 
a 26-21 win over New Orleans for 
the first win at the team’s new 
downtown Detroit home. 

> The first game played between the 
Lions and Saints was a 20-20 tie 
on November 24, 1968 in Detroit. 

> The home team has generally had 
the upper hand in the series with 
Detroit compiling a 6-3-1 mark at 
home (1-1 at Ford Field) while New 
Orleans has managed a 6-3 record 
at home (5-2 in the Superdome). 

>In one of the NFL’s all-time 
amazing finishes, New Orleans K 
Tom Dempsey booted a 63-yard 
field_goal as time expired to give 
the Saints a 19-17 victory in Tulane 
Stadium on November 8, 1970. 
Dempsey’s mighty boot stood 
alone as the longest field goal in 
NFL history until Denver's Jason 
Elam tied the record on October 
29, 1998 vs. Jacksonville. : 

> The Lions’ Richard Johnson tallied 
248 yards receiving (second-in 
team history) on eight receptions 
and earned NFC Player of the Week 
honors in Detroit’s 21-14 win over 
the Saints on December 3, 1989. 

> The Lions kicked off the 2000 
season by defeating the Saints 14- 
10 at the Superdome. The Lions 
only touchdown of the game was 
courtesy of Desmond Howard's 
franchise-record 95-yard punt 
return in the fourth quarter. 

> K Jason Hanson nailed a 39- 
yard field goal as time expired in 
regulation that lifted the Lions to 
a 13-12 win over New Orleans in 
San Antonio December 14, 2005. 
The final drive was set up by a Roy 
Williams 40-yard grab on 4th- 
and-17. Williams had four catches 
for 111 yards against the Saints, 
all in the fourth quarter. 

> In the Lions’ first playoff game 
since 1999, QB Matthew Stafford 
set a single-game postseason 
franchise Tecord with 380 yards 
passing, while WR Calvin Johnson 
posted franchise-bests in both 
receptions (12) and receiving yards 
(211) and tied a franchise record in 
receiving touchdowns (2) at New 
Orleans on January 7, 2012. 

> The Lions beat the Saints 24-23 
in a dramatic comeback_win in 
Week 7 in 2014 (10/19) as Stafford 
connected with WR Corey Fuller for 
afive-yard TD pass following a late 
interception from S. Glover Quin for 
the go-ahead score.

1980, and also was highlighted 
by a gutsy performance by 
Pittsburgh native, Charlie Batch, 
who completed 16-of-23 passes 
for 236 yards and a TD despite 
leaving the game for a time with 
a strained neck.

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BRIEF HISTORY OF THE LIGNS 


Detroit welcomed the Lions in 1934, but it was 
not the area’s first look at professional football. In 
1920, the Detroit Heralds were a charter member 
of the American Professional Football Association, 
which was the original name of the present NFL, 
but the club folded after two years. The Detroit 
Panthers appeared in 1925, but also folded after 
two seasons. In 1928, the Detroit Wolverines were 
formed, but tia failed after just one year. 

In 1930, the then- 10-year-old National Football 
League added a franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio, 
called the Spartans. After four seasons, the team 
was purchased for $7,952.08 by a group headed 
by Detroit radio executive George A. Richards and 
moved to the Motor City. 

Playing in the University of Detroit Stadium 
before crowds that averaged 16,000, the new 
Detroit Lions won the NFL Championship in only 
their second year (1935). Under the leadership of 
Coach “Potsy” Clark and stars like Hall of Famer 
“Dutch” Clark, Ernie Caddel, George Christensen, 
“Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and “Ox” Emerson, 
the early Lions established pro football in Detroit. 

In 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mandel bought the club. 
Lions’ stars of that era included Hall of Famers 
Bill Dudley and Alex Wojciechowicz, John Green, 
Byron “Whizzer” White, Frank Sinkwich and “Camp” 

ilson. The team was sold eight years later to a 
aoe of local businessmen under the leadership of 

dwin J. Anderson. The Detroit syndicate controtled 
the club until 1964, when William Clay Ford became 
the sole owner for a price of $4.5 million. 

The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950s with 
four division titles and three league championships. 
Under the direction of head coach Buddy Parker, 
the team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952- 
53, defeating Cleveland on both occasions. Stars 
of those powerful teams were Hall of Famers 
Bobby Layne, Jack Christiansen, Doak Walker 
and Lou Creekmur, as well as Les Bingaman, 
Cloyce Box, Leon Hart and Bob Hoernschemeyer. 
The Detroit-Cleveland battles of the era were 
classic confrontations between two giants of the 
blossoming NFL. 

Since their last title in 1957 under the coaching of 
George Wilson, the Lions have continued searching 
for the league's top spot. Such performers as Joe 
Schmidt, Yale Lary, Dick “Night Train” Lane, John 
Henry Johnson and Lem Barney have been elected 
to the Hall of Fame. Outstanding players such as 
Wayne Walker, Mike Lucci, Nick Pietrosante, Roger 
Brown, Terry Barr, Mel Farr, Charlie Sanders, Dexter 
Bussey, Billy Sims and Doug English have also 
taken their places in the annals of pro football 
in Detroit. 

In 1967, Schmidt began the first of six seasons 
as head coach of the Lions. His 1970 team made 
the playoffs, (first postseason trip since ’57) but 
lost in the first round to Dallas by the baseball- 
like score of 5-0. 

Prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into 
anew, domed stadium in Pontiac, Mich., a suburb 
located 30 miles north of Detroit. The Silverdome 
was, at one time, the world’s largest air-supported 
domed structure and seated over 80,000 spectators

under a fiberglass roof. 

Monte Clark took control of all football 
operations as head coach in 1978. Under Clark’s 
direction, the Lions narrowly missed Bleyott 
berths in 1980-81, before qualifying in 1982 — the 
Lions’ first playoff appearance since 1970. Detroit 
captured the NFC Central Division crown in 1983, 
but stumbled in the first round of the playoffs with 
a 24-23 loss at San Francisco. 

Darryl Rogers took over for Clark in 1985 but 
was replaced on an interim basis by his defensive 
coordinator Wayne Fontes in November 1988 after 
Rogers’ teams had posted a combined 18-40 record. 
Fontes was officially named the franchise’s 18th 
head coach on December 22, 1988. 

The Lions “Restored the Roar” in 1991, winning a 
franchise-record 12 regular season games. Riding a 
tide of emotion after guard Mike Utley’s acl 
neck injury, Detroit defeated Dallas, 38-6, in the 
Lions’ first Silverdome playoff contest. The victory 
ave the Lions a berth in the NFC Championship 

ame, where Detroit fell to the eventual Super 
Bowl Champion Washington Redskins. 

The Lions finished 10-6 in 1993 en route to 
capturing the NFC Central Division title, and earned 
a Wild Card playoff bid in 1994, The 1995 Lions 
featured the NFL's top-rated offense and won their 
final seven games to earn a third straight playoff 
berth. Herman Moore set an NFL record with 123 
catches, and he and Brett Perriman became the 
first teammates to each total over 100 catches in 
the same season. The receiver tandem also set the 
NFL record for most receiving yards in a season. 
Quarterback Scott Mitchell set esa reel 
records for yards (4,338), completions (346) an 
touchdowns (32). 

In 1996, running back Barry Sanders captured 
his third NFL rushing title with a dramatic 175-yard 
outburst on the final Monday night of the season 
in San Francisco. The Lions, however, finished a 
disappointing 5-11 in 96 and following the season, 
Fontes was replaced as head coach by former San 
Diego Chargers’ head coach, Bobby Ross. Fontes, 
who was the head coach for more than eight full 
seasons, finished his career as the team’s all-time 
leader among head coaches in both wins (67) and 
games coached (138). 

Ross was named the 19th head coach in team 
history January 13, 1997, and led the club back 
to the plevotts in his inaugural year at the helm 
with a 9-7 record. That season, Sanders, who was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame in August 2004, 
continued his storybook career by becoming onl 
the third pier in league history to record 2,00 
yards rus ing a a single-season (2,053) and he 
reeled off an NFL record 14 consecutive 100-yard 
outings to finish the season. 

The Lions closed out the 1990s reaching the 
playoffs for the sixth time in the 10-year span, 
which is a franchise record for playoff appearances 
during a decade. Detroit’s playoff berth in 1999 
marked the second time in Ross’ first three 
years as head coach that he led the Lions into 
the postseason. The last Lions’ head coach to 
accomplish that feat was Buddy Parker in 1952-53 
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during his second and third seasons at the helm. 

After playing nine games into the 2000 season 
and compiling a 5-4 record, Ross abruptly resigned 
as head coach November 6 and was immediately 
replaced by Gary Moeller. Moeller guided the 
team to a 4-3 record over the last seven games, 
but narrowly missed the playoffs with a loss to 
the Chicago Bears in the season finale. Following 
the season, William Clay Ford named Matt Millen 
president and CEO, and he assumed control 
over team operations. On January 25, 2001 Gary 
Moeller was replaced as head coach by former 
San Francisco 49ers offensive coordinator Marty 
Mornhinweg. 

On April 1, 2002, Detroit relocated the team’s 
day-to-day operations into the new $36 million 
Headquarters and Training Facility in Allen Park. 
The new complex features outdoor and indoor 
practice fields, spacious training and meeting rooms 
and even the team’s own broadcast studio. 

Anew erain Lions’ history dawned as Ford Field, 
the team’s $500 million downtown Detroit stadium, 
opened its doors in August 2002. The 65,000-seat 
stadium sparkled as its retro and innovative 
features glistened in the national spotlight as the 

remiere sports and entertainment complex. The 
ions a hes the first game at Ford Field August 
24, 2002 in a preseason tilt susie the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. The inaugural regular season game was 
pels between the Lions and the Green Bay 
ackers September 22, 2002. 

In January 2003, Mornhinweg was fired after 
two seasons and former San Francisco 49ers Head 
Coach Steve Mariucci was tabbed the new Lions’ 
head coach February 4. 

For the first time since the Lions placed the 
Leaping Lion logo on the players’ helmets in 
1961, Detroit announced a major addition to the 
team’s uniform on April 23, 2003. The Lions’ classic 
uniform was enhanced with black trim on the logo, 
beet and pants, along with black shoes and black 

acemasks. In April 2005, the team introduced an 
ae black jersey that would be worn through 

On November 28, 2005, Steve Mariucci was 
relieved of his duties as head coach and defensive 
coordinator Dick Jauron was named interim head 
coach for the remaining five games. 

In 2006, the Lions hired Rod Marinelli as the 
team’s 24th head coach, a position he would hold 
through 2008. 

In 2008, the Lions commemorated the franchise’s 
75th season in Detroit. Just a handful of NFL teams 
have been around as long as the Lions, a franchise 
that spans several generations of fans over the 

ears. Detroit has called three different stadiums 

ome with nearly 1,400 players seeing action ona 
given gameday and numerous coaches strolling the 
sideline. That history is rich with great players who 
have donned the uniform -- the Lions are one of only 
nine teams to have at least 18 Pro Football Hall of 
Fame players don their respective uniforms -- and 
with traditions like the “Honolulu Blue and Silver”, 
the leaping Lion logo, the “Roaring 20’s” and the 
team’s annual Thanksgiving Tradition. 

In 2009, for the first time in team history, the 
team entered the season with a new president, Tom 
Lewand, a new general manager, Martin Mayhew, 


a 


and anew head coach, Jim Schwartz, hired January 
16, 2009. In that same year, the Lions introduced 
a new logo and new brand, along with new team 
uniforms that features the first significant ee 
to the Lions logo since it was introduced in 1961. 

Schwartz labeled the 2011 season upon its 
conclusion as not a great year but an important one. 
Perhaps most notably, 2011 will be remembered 
for the “comeback” as the Lions returned to the 
playoffs for the first time since 1999 and set NFL 
records with four comeback wins of 13+ points, 
three comeback wins of 17+-points and two back- 
to-back 20+-point comeback wins. The Lions set 
several team records, including points (474) and 
yards (6,337), as well as individual records. Perhaps 
the two biggest stars leading the Lions in 2011 
were QB Matthew Stafford, named AP Comeback 
Player of the Year, and All-Pro WR Calvin Johnson. 

In 2012, the season was highlighted by Johnson's 
remarkable performance as he broke the NFL record 
for receiving yards in a single season. He finished 
with 122 receptions for 1,964 yards, breaking Jerry 
Rice's previous record of 1,848 yards in 1995. One 
season later in 2013, Stafford became the Lions 
all-time leader in career passing yards, breakin 
the previous record of 15,710 yards held by Ha 
of Fame QB Bobby Layne that stood for 55 years. 
Stafford reached this feat in only 55 career games, 
while Layne accomplished his mark in 97 games. He 
became the first Lions QB to reach 17,000 career 
passing yards. 

After five seasons with the team (2009-13), 
Schwartz was dismissed as head coach on 
December 30, 2013. 

A new era for Lions football began January 14, 
2014 with the introduction of Jim Caldwell as the 
team's new head coach. Caldwell arrived in Detroit 
after leading the Indianapolis Colts to the Super 
Bowl as a head coach and won Super Bowls with 
both the Colts and the Baltimore Ravens. 

On March 9, 2014, Lions Owner and Chairman 
William Clay Ford passed away at the age of 88. 
Mr. Ford spdbedly the team January 10, 1964 and 
owned the team for 50 years. With his passing, 
ownership of the Lions organization was passed to 
his wife, Martha Firestone Ford, as she succeeded 
her late husband as Owner and Chair of the Board 
for the franchise. 

Caldwell led the Lions to an 11-5 record the 
ensuing season and a berth in the NFC Wild Card 
game, becoming just the third coach in team history 
to lead the Lions to the playoffs in his first year with 
Detroit. He also became one of only four coaches to 
lead the Lions to 11+ wins in a season.

Filming of the George Plimpton book, “Paper Lion,” 
began in early 1968. Alan Alda starred as Plimpton, 
the Sports Illustrated feature writer who masquer- 
aded as a quarterback with the Lions during training 
camp. The world premiere was held Thursday, Oct. 
3, 1968, at the Adams Theatre. The film introduced 
Lauren Hutton to the silver screen, and featured 
actual members of the Detroit Lions, including 
coach Joe Schmidt, Alex Karras, John Gordy, Mike 
Lucci, Pat Studstill and Roger Brown. 


> The 2003 season marked the 40th anniversary of 
George Plimpton’s visit to Lions’ training camp 
when he began writing the original script for his 
book. Last year was also the 35th anniversary 
of the “Paper Lion” movie release. 

> The Detroit Lions reunited most of the cast in 
2003 with a “Paper Lion” reunion that was held 
in September. Forty players, including Plimpton 
and Karras, rekindled friendships that formed 
during their experience together in the 1960s. 

> The reunion turned out to be the final chapter 
of Plimpton’s life as he passed any days later 
(September 26, 2003) at the age of 76.

DECADE OF DOMINANCE

Winning three cham- 

ell in six years has occurred only nine times 

Y eight different teams in the history of the NFL. 

> Detroit won back-to-back titles in 1952 and 1953 
and became the third team since the beginning 
of NFL Championship games in 1933 to win 
championships in consecutive years. 

> Overall since ‘33, back-to-back titles has oc- 
curred just 15 times. Including 1954, the Lions 
appeared in the NFL title game four times in a 
six-year period. 

DEEP IN THE HEART OF TEXAS 


The Detroit Lions have a deep history of outstand- 
ing pay who have Texas roots.

Four ee of Detroiters have been a proud 
part of the American celebration of Thanksgiving. The 
relationship between Detroit and Thanksgiving dates 
back to 1934 when owner G.A. Richards scheduled a 
holiday contest between his first-year Lions and the 
Chicago Bears. Some 80 years later, fans throughout 
the State of Michigan have transformed an annual 
holiday event into the single greatest tradition in the 
history of American professional team sports. Indeed, 
if football is America’s passion, Thanksgiving 
football is Detroit’s passion. 
The game was the brainchild of Richards, the 
first owner of the Detroit Lions. Richards had 
urchased the team in 1934 and moved the club from 
ortsmouth, Ohio to the Motor City. The Lions were 
the new kids in town and had taken a backseat to 
the baseball Tigers. Despite the fact the Lions had 
lost only one game prior to Thanksgiving in 1934, 
the season’s largest crowd had been just 15,000. 
The opponent in 1934 was the undefeated, 
defending World Champion Chicago Bears. The 
jame would determine the champion of the Western 
ivision. Richards had convinced the NBC Radio 
Network to carry the game coast-to-coast (94 
stations) and additionally, an estimated 26,000 fans 
jammed into the University of Detroit Stadium while 
thousands more disappointed fans were turned away. 
The game was the NFL's first ona national broadcast. 
In 2009, the Lions Thanksgiving Day game against 







Green Bay marked the NFL’s 75th anniversary of 
the first NFL national game broadcast. Graham 
McNamee was the announcer for NBC Radio for 
that historic game in 1934. 

Despite two Ace Gutowsky touchdowns, 
the Bears won the inaugural game 19-16, but 
a classic was born. Since 1934, 74 games have 
been played with the Lions holding a 35-38-2 
(.480) record in the series. And each game, in 
its own way, continues to bring back memories 
of Thanksgiving, not only to Lions fans, but to 
football fans across the nation. 

The 2015 schedule features the Lions’ 76th 
Thanksgiving Day Classic Thursday, November 
26 at 12:30 p.m. ET vs. the Philadelphia Eagles. 
This year’s game marks only the second all- 
time meeting between the Lions and eae 
on Thanksgiving since they first met in 1968. 
Detroit is 35-38-2 all-time on Thenieging Day, 
and Detroit has claimed wins on Thanksgiving in 
each of the past two seasons.

> The series began with a 19-16 loss to the 
Chicago Bears on November 29, 1934. 

> Atotal of 75 games have been played with the 
Lions owning a 35-38-2 record in the annual 
holiday classic. 

> More than 4 million fans have witnessed the 
Lions’ 75 Thanksgiving Day games. The total 
attendance for the first 75 games is 4,243,190, 
an average of 56,575 fans per game. 

> The Lions have played 24 different teams 
since the first Thanksgiving Day game. The 
most common opponent has been the Green 
Bay Packers, who the Lions played in 2013 
for the 21st time in the Thanksgiving series. 
Their second most common opponent is the 
Chicago Bears (15 times). 

> The two highest cond games were a 44-40 
Packers’ win in 1986 and a 52-35 Detroit romp 
over Green Bay in 1951. 

> The lowest scoring game was a 12-0 
Philadelphia win in the 1968 “Mud Bowl.” 

> Eleven times in the series has a game been 
decided by three points or less, with the Lions’ 
record standing at 4-5-2 in those meetings. 

> The most lopsided game was a 45-3 Lions win 
over Pittsburgh in 1983. 

> Seven shutouts have been recorded, but onl 
one by the Lions (20-0 over the Bears in 1979). 

> Three Thanksgiving Day games have gone into 
overtime. The first came in 1980 when the 
Bears’ David Williams returned the opening 
kickoff of OT for a 95-yard touchdown. At the 
time, the game marked the shortest overtime 
game in NFL history (21 seconds). The second 
overtime game occurred in 1998 when the 
Lions defeated the Steelers 19-16 on a 42- 
yard Jason Hanson field goal in a game that 
will be remembered for the controversial 
coin toss before overtime began. The third 
occurred against the Houston Texans in 2012 
in a game categorized by back-and-forth 
possessions and two missed field goals from 
each side, with Houston K Shayne Graham 
pulling out a 32-yarder for the win.

> 1991: The team wore a patch hon- 
oring Russ Thomas, a former player 
and General Manager for the Lions, 
who had recently passed away. 
For their final seven games (five 
regular season, two postseason), 
each player had a white circle 
decal with a blue number ’60,’ on 
the back right side of the helmet, in honor of RG 
Mike Utley. Utley suffered a spinal cord injury 
in a game against the Los Angeles Rams on 
November 17, 1991. The small NFL shield was 
added to the ‘V’ of the neck. 

> 1992: They wore a black circle decal with a 
white number ‘65,’ on the back right side of the 
helmet, in honor of LG Eric Andolsek, who was 
killed a few months prior to the season. 

> 1993: The Lions wore a 60th Anniversary patch 
on their left shoulder. 

> 1994: The Lions wore throwback jerseys for 
the 1994 season while the NFL was celebrat- 
ing their 75th anniversary. This version of the 
uniform was intended to replicate the jersey 
worn by the Lions in 1935, which was the season 
that the team won their first world champion- 
ship. Several players wore a black circle decal 
with a white number ’50,’ on the back right 
side of the helmet in honor of former Lions’ LB 
Toby Caston. 

1998: In what turned out to be

LIONS COMPREHENSIVE BRAND 


On April 20, 2009, the Detroit Lions unveiled anew 
comprehensive brand that includes a new logo and 
new uniforms. As part of the new comprehensive 
brand, the Lions also introduced a new logotype 
and a new proprietary font, “NFL Lions.” The new 
logotype is additional imagery that presents the 
Lions brand and will be featured in such prominent 
places as the endzone marking at Ford Field. The 
classic Honolulu blue, white and black colors 
remain unchanged. 


HOME HONOLULU BLUE JERSEYS 

> Numerals were customized specifically for the 
Lions uniform. They are Honolulu Blue, trimmed 
in silver and black. 

>» Above the new numerals is the new Lions 
logotype. 

> Onthe collar, there are three trim lines of equal 
width, with two black trim lines outside a silver 
trim line. 

> The sleeves are anew knit sleeve that features 
awide silver trim, inside two smaller white trims 
and those all inside two black trims of equal 
width as the white trim. The new material is 
improved and more flexible for players. The trim 
is part of the knit-sleeve material, which was 
changed from the previous silk-screened sleeve.

Sleeves are of the same new knit-sleeve mate- 
rial that are on the new home uniforms. The trim 
on the sleeves includes a wide Honolulu blue 
trim, inside two smaller silver trims and those 
are all inside two black trims of equal width as 
the white trim. 


LMET 

The helmet now features the new logo on each 
side. It is the most significant change since 
the Lions a was first placed on the team’s 
helmet in 1961. 

The facemasks will remain black, but the new 
Lions logotype will be included on the front and 
the back of the helmet. 

At the top middle of the helmet, the stripin 
pattern has been modified. Instead of a thic' 
white stripe, two Honolulu blue stripes and a 
very thin black accent stripe, the helmet striping 
pattern is now a 5/8-inch Honolulu blue stripe, 
two 3/16-inch white stripes and two 3/16-inch 
black stripes. The striping pattern is the same 
striping pattern as the team’s game pants.

The game pants will remain in the team’s tra- 
ditional silver. Like the striping pattern on the 
helmet, the pants vertical trim on the side of 
the legs are now a thick Honolulu blue stripe 
inside smaller white stripes, which are all inside 
black stripes that are the same width as the 
white stripes. 

The game socks, which are the same for the 
home and road uniforms, now have a 5/8-inch 
black stripe on the calf midline. The top half 
is Honolulu blue and the bottom half is white.
